SCORES WITNESS SIGHT 


Many Local 
People 
Driving 
to 
Points Along National Road Re­ 
warded with Good View 


Col. Charles Lindbergh, with 
his 
‘‘Spirit of St. Louis” and 
accom­ 
panied by an escort of almost 
.‘10 
planes, passed within close distance 
of Rushville this afternoon at 1 li :40 
o’clock on their flight to St. Louis, 
and hundreds of people 
in 
Rush 
county had the opportunity of wit­ 
nessing the flight. 
The machines passed near Raleigh 
and were headed southwest 
toward 
Rushville. As the planes passed over 
the 
William Knecht farm, 
about 
eight miles north of Rushville, they 
changed their course, and 
took 
a 
northwesterly course, as if seeking 
to stay nearer the National road. 
In the contingent, headed by Col. 
Lindbergh, were 20 planes. 
They 
were the ones that came the closest 
to Rushville. Following behind them 
about live minutes were seven other 
planes, 
taking a 
more 
westerly 
course, but south of the 
National 
road, and several miles north of the 
original bunch of planes. 
After the planes had passed over 
Raleigh, the word was sent to Rush, 
ville, and the fire whistle was sound­ 
ed. Because the planes 
suddenly 
changed their course and 
took 
a 
northerly route, 
they 
were 
not 
sighted from here, or else they had 
passed over before the word reached 
here. People in the northern part of 
tin* city reported seeing one 
plane 
which was one of the “ stragglers” 
that were in pursuit. 
It is believed that if people 
had 
been watching before the 
whistle 
was sounded, that the planes would 
have been seen from the 
northern 
edge of the city, as they were high, 
and could no doubt be seen 
eight 
miles distant. 
Just what the idea 
was for 
the 
planes to be headed southwest, and 
then suddenly change to a northerly 
course, is not known. After passing 
over the Knecht farm, they took a 
decided course to the north, 
and 
when they went over Carthage, they 
were almost back to the 
national 
road again, and were two or 
three 
miles north of Carthage, 
changing 
their course from south of Mays to 
north of Carthage in a short space. 
The national road was filled with 
machines parked along the highway 
waiting for the planes. Many 
per­ 
sons in the machines 
near 
Dun- 
reith, missed the main 
contingent 
because they were too far south to 
be seen, but those who were parked 
at Knightstown, Ogden and nearby 
places saw both bunches of planes, 
as they began to gather in closer to 
the national road. 
Many Rushville peopel 
were 
in 
the delegations that went to 
the 
National road to see 
the 
planes. 
Some of the persons missed seeing 
them, by being too far north, while 
others had good views, 
especially 
those who were near Mays, or a 
few miles south. 


Swoops Low at Columbus

Charles A. Levine, 
trans-Atlantic 
fliers, with their wives who arrived 
by steamer from New 
York. 
The 
cotton was contributed by an Aus­ 
tin, Tex., firm. 
The party arrived here from Bre- 
merhaven by train at 9:20 a. m., and 
received silver medals for the fliers 
and silver spoons for 
the 
wives. 
They travelled in a special car. 
The visit here 
was 
interspersed 
with steins of beer. 
Chamberlin and Levine met their 
wives on the deck of the North Ger­ 
man Lloyd Liner Berlin shortly af­ 
ter 1 a. ra., today. Only a couple of 
deckhands were about at the time, 
and they tactfully turned away, al­ 
lowing the fliers to greet their wives 
privately. 
The fliers, by tiptoeing from their 
cabins on the steamer Bremen, an­ 
other steamer of the North German 
Lloyd line, eluded newspaper corres­ 
pondents and photographers 
who 
also had cabins aboard the Bremen 
and had hoped to be present tor the 
reunion. The moan of the 
Berlin’s 
horn had awakened the fliers. 
Once off the Bremen without being 
detected, Chamberlin and Levine ran 
to the head of their pier where they 
stepped into an automobile and were 
driven around the port to the 
pier 
where the Berlin was being docked. 
Earlier in the evening the 
fliers 
had exchanged radio messages with 
their wives. Levine learned for 
the 
first time that his wife would 
not 
scold him for making 
the 
flight 
without telling her. She sent a mes- 
age last night saying that she had 
nothing to forgive in 
connection 
with his unexpected departure from 
Roosevelt field as she knew his in­ 
tention was to spare her 
anguish. 
“ However, had 1 known of 
your 
plans in advance,” 
she said, 
“ I 
would have attempted to frustrate 
them.”

planes, passed within close distance 
of Rushville this afternoon at 32:40 
o'clock on their flight to St. Louis, 
and hundreds of people in Rush 
county had the opportunity of wit- 
. nessiug the flight. 


The machines passed near Rnleisrh 


and were headed southwest toward 
Rushvillo. As the planes passed over 
the William Knccht farm, 
about 


oifflit miles north of Rushville, they 
changed their course, and took a 
northwesterly course, as if seeking 
to stay nearer the National road. 


In the contingent, headed by Col. 


Lindbergh, were 20 planes. 
They 


were the ones that came the closest 
to Rushville. Following behind them 
about live minutes were seven other 
planes, 
taking a 
more westerly 


course, but south of the 
National 


road, and several miles north of the 
original bunch of planes. 


After the planes had passed over 


Raleigh, the word was sent to Rush, 
ville, and the fire whistle was sound- 
ed. Because the planes 
suddenly 


changed their course and took a 
northerly route, 
they 
were not 


sighted from here, or else they had1 
passed over before the word reached 
here. People in the northern part of 
the city reported seeing one plane 
which was one of the "stragglers" 
that were in pursuit. 


It is believed that if people had 


been watching before the 
whistle 


was .sounded, that the planes would 
have been seen from the 
northern 


edge of the city, as they were high, 
and could no doubt be seen eight 
miles distant. 


Just what the idea was for the 


planes to be headed southwest, and 
then suddenly change to a northerly 
course, is not known. After passing 
over the Knecht farm, they took a, 
decided course to the north, 
and 


when they went over Carthage, they 
were almost back to the 
national 


road again, and were two or three 
miles north of Carthage, changing 
their course from south of Mays to 
north of Carthage in a short space. 


The national road was filled with 


machines parked along the highway 
waiting for the planes. Many per- 
sons in the machines near 
Duu- 


reith, missed the main 
contingent 


because they were too far south to 
be seen, but those who were parked 
at Knightstown, Ogden and nearby 
places saw both bunches of planes, 
as they began to gather in closer to 
the national road. 


Many Rushville pcopcl were in 


the delegations that went to 
the 


National road to see the 
planes. 


Some of the persons missed seeing 
them, by being too far north, while 
others had good views, 
especially 


those who were near Mays, or a 
few miles south.

Too often we are accused of put- 


ting our best foot forward 
for 


company furnishings but for the tea 
table we can excuse ourselves. Ta- 
ble service is really an indication 
of social progress. 


Since the serving of 
afternoon 


tea became a custom, sanctioned by 
Qneeii Victoria, (it seems longer ago 
than that, doesn't it?), many inter- 
esting tea tables have 
been 
de- 


signed. One considered typical is a. 
pie-crust, tilt top table with 
snake 


feet in antique maple. Painted dec- 
oration is in the center. 
The pic 


crust edge prevents 
an impulsive 


gesture crashing fragile china to the 
floor, and the tilt top permits the 
table to be placed Hat against 
the 


wall, out of the way, ready without 
anything on it when wanted 
for 


the unexpected or the 
expected 


guest. Its design g-.-es the 
wood 


more interest when the table top is 
seen flattened against 
the 
wall. 


However, decorating maple is never 
particularly satisfactory. Far more 
pleasing, if decoration is desired, is 
this same table painted a dull green 
with morning glories around 
the 


edge. Such tables may be expensive 
or inexpensive, but generally tea ta- 
bls are within the means of anyone. 


Sometimes tea tables have tripod 


feet and a fretwork gallery, for the 
same purpose as described above, S- 
slmped legs with acanthus leaf car- 
ving upon the upper curve of 
the 


leg, legs with claws or claw and ball 
feet, or bamboo legs as on the Chi- 
nese Chippendale tea table.

This is not news. The charge has 


been previously made that Stephen, 
son assisted the governor 
in 
the 


purchase of an automobile after he 
(tho governor) had taken 
office. 


Fred O. Butler, former secretary to 
Stephenson, has sworn 
previously 


that Stoplienson helped Gov. Jack- 
sou buy a car. 


Complete details of the transac- 


tion are supplied by the depositions. 
Kads testified under oath that But- 
ler gave $1,000 hi casb and 
that 


Sti'pliensoifs "'d Stiidcbaker auto- 
mobile and Jarkson's 
Oldsmobile 


were taken in trade for a new Lex- 
ington automobile. 


Gov. Jackson, according to dis- 


natrhes, denied that Stephenson had 
anything to do with the transaction, 
when notified of the depositions of 
two former Lexington company of- 
ficials. It is not explained how the 
governor accounted for .fl,000 com- 
ing from Stpplienson's private sec- 
retary: also why Srcphenson's au- 
tomobile should be traded in on an 
automobile for him. If he was 
not 


in the least suspicious about these 
circumstances, lie will have to 
be 


credited with having enough gump- 
tion at least to wonder how he could 
gel a new Lexington automobile for 
an old Oldsmobile. 


These are the only 
conclusions 


that can be reached on the face of 
the evidence that is to be consid- 
ered.
